Unleashed: Beth Krom on... Beth Krom! 

Great Park boss explains when she’s a corporation and when she’s a human being in VIP-party fiasco 



C ould there be more of an embarrass¬ 
ment to Orange County Democrats 
than Beth Krom, the Irvine city 
councilwoman who doubles as chairwoman 
of the Orange County Great Park board? 
Well, sure. 

After all, Krom is a minor leaguer com¬ 
pared to Larry Agran, 
her tragically warped 
Irvine council col¬ 
league, or Agran’s 
wily pal, Santa Ana 
Mayor-for-Life 
Miguel Pulido. 

We learned 
last weekend that 
Krom, a wildly 
unsuccessful 2010 
congressional 
candidate, isn’t 
satisfied with third 
place in the scumbag sweepstakes. 

According to the Aug. 28 Orange County 
Register, Krom decided, without a public 
vote or even the knowledge of most park- 
board members, to divert more than $5,750 
in taxpayer funds to a private, VIP wine- 
and-cheese (plus tri-tip skewers!) party at 
the Great Park prior to an Aug. 6 concert. 

I can hear all three of Krom’s remain¬ 
ing fans whining: So what? She threw a 
party. She only spent a few lousy bucks. 

Sadly, that’s almost a viable argument 
because in the world of Krom, Agran and 
Sukhee Kang—the third and most spineless 
member of Irvine’s Democratic Party coun¬ 
cil majority—wasting a couple of thousand 
dollars of taxpayer funds is routine. 

For example, the trio has diverted 
$120,000 per month in public funds for 
six years to a private political consultant, 
allegedly for the task of performing pub¬ 
lic relations for a public park that doesn’t 
exist. That massive contract was handed 
to Arnold Forde of Forde & Mollrich 
without even faking a competitive-bid 
process. The deal has no monthly bench¬ 
marks. In other words, Forde breathes, 
and he gets the check. 

But disgust with Krom’s invitation-only 
party isn’t so much about the money or the 
question of what there is to celebrate. (The 
Great Park is California’s most corrupt, 
inept, pending public-works project.) It’s 
about how Agran’s political machine rou¬ 
tinely acts with imperial gusto. 

To wit: Krom could have gotten the 
necessary votes in advance. She couldn’t 
have possibly lost, as Agran stacked the 
Great Park board with his apologists. 

Krom—who may call Agran every 
morning to ask what to wear—chose 
to skip a vote because that would have 
required advance public notice on a 
public agenda. If there’s no agenda item 
on the spending, residents and report¬ 
ers can’t comment until it’s too late. And 
that’s just what happened. 


Still, there is nothing new about such 
shady Krom-Agran-Kang maneuvers. Please 
recall that under this trio, an independent 
auditor in 2009 found that key Great Park 
spending records had been not only hidden 
from inspection, but also destroyed. Their 
response wasn’t to clean up the cesspool; 
they decided truly independent audits 
weren’t necessary in the future. 

This mindset brings me back to the 
most contemptible aspect of Agran’s 
regime: brazen arrogance. They’ve 
repeatedly lied to residents about when 
the Great Park will be built, how it will 
be funded and why it’s allegedly neces¬ 
sary to spend more than $200 million on 
mostly pre-park consulting gigs for their 
pals and campaign contributors. They’ve 
blocked the Irvine City Council’s minority, 
two elected Republicans, from reviewing 
government documents prior to a related 
vote. Every election, they flagrantly 
abuse campaign-finance laws to stay in 
office and keep control of the $1.6 billion

project. They’ve even called members 
of the Orange County grand jury stupid 
for investigating and questioning one of 
Agran’s dubious shell-game tricks that 
mask the park’s financial mismanagement. 

When confronted about the VIP-party 
spending by the Register’s Tony Saavedra, 
Krom devised a reply that must have put a 
smile on George Orwell’s long-dead face. 

“It wasn’t Beth Krom throwing a 
party,” said Beth Krom. “It was the [Great 
Park] corporation throwing a reception.” 

It is no wonder psychiatrists are plenti¬ 
ful in Southern California. Krom must 
have thought switching the word “party” 
to “reception” would be more palatable 


for Irvine’s voters, though the word game 
didn’t change the cost to the public for 
her private shindig. 

Not content to load just one conniv¬ 
ing assertion into her 14-word statement, 
Krom added second and third ones, which, 
I must admit, seem like the handiwork of 
the Master of Lies himself, Agran. In fact, 
the so-called “corporation” Krom refer¬ 
enced isn’t really one, but it sounds impres¬ 
sive. Corporations have a better reputation 
than governments for efficiency. 

Irvine’s Orange County Great Park 
corporation is, in fact, a 501(c)3 chari¬ 
table corporation that Agran-Krom-Kang 
devised to sell the public on the lie that 
the Great Park is run by Orange County 
officials for Orange County, not Irvine’s 
Democratic council majority running the 
park for itself and its publicly subsidized 
political consultants. This “corporation” 
is controlled 100 percent by the city gov¬ 
ernment, which Agran—a fifth-tier 1992 
presidential-primary candidate—has con¬ 
trolled for more than a decade now. 

The third lie in Krom’s two-sentence 
statement demonstrates a shady-lawyer 
sensibility. (Agran is a lawyer; Krom is 
not.) “It was the corporation throwing 
a reception,” she offered, as if blaming a 
non-human entity would shift responsibil¬ 
ity from her, even though the corporation, 
which she heads, acted on her orders. 

Not surprisingly, that statement didn’t 
match her private musings to other city 
officials. According to high-ranking sources 
at City Hall, Krom said she could spend the 
money according to her whims because 
she is chairwoman of the park board, 
never mind that the position is largely cer¬ 
emonial. But her newfound gravitas does 
lead one to wonder: Will trumpets soon 
announce her arrival at public gatherings? 

This latest mess harkens back to Agran 
telling a Los Angeles Times columnist ear¬ 
lier this year that the park board—seriously 
short of unallocated funds—had devised two 
funding contingency plans. As I reported in 
the aftermath, there was no record of the 
board discussing or approving such plans 
during public meetings, a requirement of 
California law. Asked by the Times columnist 
to explain, Agran suggested the plans were— 
I’m not joking—classified. 

With Agran hilariously asserting that 
secrecy is required to build a public park, 
a robotic Kang routinely following Agran’s 
instructions and Krom arguing she’s not 
responsible for actions she alone orders, 
it’s easy to see why the Great Park project 
is short tens of millions of dollars and 
more than half a decade behind schedule.

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A light breeze blows across the dark skies 

outside the Costa Mesa council chambers. 
Inside, a storm is brewing. After hours and 
days and weeks and months of speculation 
and discussion, the time for talk is over. 
Decisions are being made about the future of the city, 
and there is concern that the worst is yet to come. 

The chambers are packed: all the seats are filled, 
with an overflow crowd outside the double-door entry, 
viewing the proceedings on a 32-inch television. In a 
row toward the rear of the chambers, four men wearing 
bright-orange shirts sit side-by-side, arms crossed, gazes 
fixed on the five-person council sitting behind the dais at 
the front of the room, beneath the Costa Mesa crest and 
the motto “In God We Trust.” It’s March 1, and on this 
night, the Lord can’t help anyone. 

The national media isn’t here because no one has yet 
leapt from City Hall, the mayor hasn’t appeared on news 
stations dressed as a leprechaun, the city hasn’t yet hired 
a former award-winning reporter as its high-priced 
spokesman, and a police chief hasn’t resigned behind a 
letter filled with scathing accusations. 

“I hope I’m premature in expressing my sadness over 
what appears to be the coming demise of the city of Costa 
Mesa as we’ve come to know and love it,” Perry Valen¬ 
tine says, one of more than 30 people who will blast the 
council tonight. Valentine recently retired after years of 
serving on the planning commission. “It just seems that 
this council, as laudable as your goals may be to correct 
the budget deficits and other financial problems in this 
city, is moving way too fast.... In the 20 elections that 
I’ve seen over 40 years, there have been a lot of changes 
in this city, but none nearly as drastic and nearly as fast 
as what this council is trying to do in the not-quite three 
months since it’s been sitting behind the dais.” 

The city is at a crossroads. Four of the five council 
members maintain Costa Mesa is facing a financial 
crisis so severe it’s on the brink of insolvency. In order 
to close the remaining $1.4 million budget shortfall, 
the council wants to outsource 18 municipal divisions, 
which account for 213 jobs—nearly 40 percent of the 
city’s workforce. 

This isn’t a new position—indeed, the City Council 
faced a financial problem last year, one of thousands 
of municipalities nationwide struggling during this 
recession. Representatives from the Costa Mesa City 
Employees Association, a charter member of the Orange 
County Employees Association (OCEA), presented more 
than 100 suggestions in hopes of assisting in the mat¬ 
ter, but the union received a “blanket no,” according 
to Billy Folsom, a city mechanic who was involved in 
those proceedings. The union asked the council what it 
needed and received a list of suggestions. The employees 
agreed to every request, which included furlough days, a 
reduced retirement formula and increased contributions 
to their pensions.

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“We will always work with the city; we always have,” 
Folsom says to the council. “We’ve always come to solu¬ 
tions together; we’ve never done things backwards— 
until this point. We just had a study completed 10 
days ago on graffiti removal that shows we do it much 
cheaper than anyplace around, but they’re on that list. 
We’ve had four studies in just the past couple of years 
on the street sweepers—one just completed, came back 
we did it cheaper; they’re on the list. So it makes some 
of us feel like maybe it isn’t a dollars-and cents-thing, 
that maybe it’s a little bit of ideology creeping in here. 
And as a city family, yes, we’re a little depressed, we’re 
a little taken aback, and we do get tired of seeing our¬ 
selves demonized as union hacks or some kind of fat 
cat. It’s not true.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Jim Righeimer listens intently to 
each comment, showing little reaction, other than an 
occasional head twitch. When it’s his turn to speak, he 
takes a second to adjust his red-and-silver-striped tie, 
then presents his thoughts in a composed manner. 

“There’s a clock, and there’s a calendar, and we will 
run out of money in this city—you can count on it,” says 
Righeimer, maintaining his matter-of-fact approach. “If 
we’re going the way we’re going, we’re going to run out.” 

Wendy Leece, the lone female at the dais, doesn’t 
agree. The second-term council member lends her 
support to the employees and situates herself as the 
union’s champion. 

“[Previous councils] have not made bad decisions— 
we kept the ship going, and we’re still weathering the 
storm—but we don’t need to take drastic means and 
issue layoff notices to affect the morale of our employ¬ 
ees,” she tells the audience, which has thinned signifi¬ 
cantly now that the meeting is five and a half hours 
old. “I am tired of the demonization of our employees. 
... I don’t know why more meetings are not held with 
staff to find solutions rather than to go to this. It’s like 
the decision has already been made. So I will not sup¬ 
port this.” 

Her speech falls on deaf ears as the council votes, 4-1, 
in favor of issuing the six-month layoff notices. Before 
the secretary finishes recording the vote, the chambers 
start clearing out. A rumble of subdued chatter flows 
out the doors. 

This is just the beginning. As one of the union staff 
members mentioned during public comments, the 
union “will present a united, determined and most 
formidable foe.” The propaganda and the rhetoric are 
soon to arrive, attitudes will sour, and the city of Costa 
Mesa will be divided. Darker days are coming. 


For years, Costa Mesa had a kind of Mayberry feel. It’s 
home to South Coast Plaza, a performing-arts center, 
the fairgrounds, and burgeoning music and dining

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reform, targeting the police force, among other city employees. 
The police association answered back with a truck dragging a 
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taking revenge on his bully in a junior-high yearbook. 
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scenes. It isn’t high-society like Newport 
Beach, but it’s also not Stepford suburbia 
like Aliso Viejo. 

And while Orange County is a notori¬ 
ous conservative breeding ground, the 
city has managed to present itself as a 
sort of amalgamation of conservative and 
liberal thinking and ideals. While the City 
Council has occasionally been used as a 
springboard to Sacramento (see former 
mayor Allan Mansoor, who demonized 
Mexican immigrants all the way to an 
Assembly seat), mostly, it’s small-business 
owners and residents who have stepped 
up to the challenge of governing the city. 

But that Mayberry feel is now gone. 
Ever since the City Council moved to 
deliver the six-month notices—a contrac¬ 
tual obligation with the union when issu¬ 
ing layoffs—it has been clear that nobody 
trusts anyone. 

The Orange County Employees Union 
and residents who oppose the council’s 
decision call the budgetary concerns 
speculation or a straight-out lie. They 
point out that the council’s indication of 
drastically increasing California Public 
Employees’ Retirement System (CalP- 
ERS) figures are projections, that nothing 
is certain in this economy. They don’t 
buy the council’s explanation that the 
matter is based on simple math, instead 
believing it’s part of a widespread politi¬ 
cal agenda that’s intended to weaken or 
destroy labor unions, with Costa Mesa 
the Petri dish for a grand conservative 
experiment—a micro-Wisconsin. 

“They’re a long way from crisis, but 
they’re opportunistic,” says OCEA gen¬ 
eral manager Nick Berardino, who has 
been involved in labor negotiations for 
more than four decades. “They’re using a 
bad economy at a time when they should 
be working, collaborating with people to 


work on solutions. Instead, they’re using 
that to advance their political agenda.” 

As a whole, the City Council—four 
of whom are businessmen—remains 
steadfast in its position that the city no 
longer has the money to pay employee- 
compensation packages, which account 
for almost 80 percent of the city’s budget. 
Pension costs have risen from $5 million 
to $15 million in the span of 10 years, and 
the council projects those numbers will 
increase to as high as $25 million in the 
coming years. Outsourcing, the council 
maintains, isn’t something it necessarily 
wants to do, but if it saves the city money, 
it will be something it has to do. The bud¬ 
get shortfall this year was $1.4 million, 
which it managed to meet. Next year, the 
council claims the shortfall may be as 
great as $5 million. 

“People want to believe, ‘Oh, things are 
going to get better’—they clearly aren’t,” 
says Righeimer, a real-estate developer 
who’s in his first term on the council (he 
ran unsuccessfully in 2008). “Even if 
things were going to be okay, you’ve got to 
budget as if they’re not. You have to budget 
on what you know, not what you hope.” 

Steve Mensinger was appointed to 
his seat in January, after Katrina Foley 
stepped down upon learning she couldn’t 
hold the position after being elected to 
the Newport-Mesa Unified School Dis¬ 
trict’s board of trustees. His slot gives 
the council a commanding majority, and 
Mensinger has fallen in lockstep with the 
positions of Righeimer, his former co¬ 
worker at developer SunCal Companies. 

“Across the state—San Jose, Modesto, 
Oakdale, Stockton, Sacramento, Visa¬ 
lia—every city has these same [financial] 
issues; we’re just dealing with it differ¬ 
ently,” he says. “It’s not like we have ideo¬ 
logical field trainings.” 

But Mensinger is fibbing. The Orange 
County Republican Party has long tried to 
scapegoat public-employee unions, using 


Righeimer as its supreme attack dog. In 
1993, Righeimer—a longtime conserva¬ 
tive activist, close friend of OC GOP head 
Scott Baugh and protege of Congress¬ 
man Dana Rohrabacher—helped to write 
Proposition 174, a failed school-voucher 
law that threatened the California Teach¬ 
ers Association. Five years later, he was 
involved in creating Proposition 226, 
which, had it been successful, would have 
outlawed the lifeblood of union power: 
automatic deductions from members’ 
paychecks for dues. During the 2010 
election, Righeimer campaigned hard 
on pension reform, targeting the police 
force, among other city employees. The 
police association answered back with 
a truck dragging a trailer that featured 
Righeimer’s face crossed out, like a nerd 
taking revenge on his bully in a junior- 
high yearbook. 

And earlier this year, Baugh helped 
to organize a pension-benefits and 
employee-relations boot camp for city 
councils at which speakers slammed 
public-employee unions as the culprit. 
Among the attendees? Righeimer. 

“[The lack of trust] makes it very dif¬ 
ficult to move forward,” Berardino says. 
“When people don’t trust their leader¬ 
ship and don’t have confidence and faith 
that they’re getting the truth from their 
leadership, it makes it very difficult to 
reach a consensus.” 

But even if a resolution between the 
council and the union is reached—how¬ 
ever unlikely that may be—selling it to 
the public, after allegiances have been 
made, won’t be easy. Right now, the two 
sides remain miles apart from anything 
remotely resembling a settlement. Nego¬ 
tiations stopped months ago; instead, 
partisan firebombs have taken the place 
of conference calls. 

In May, OCEA launched a “Waste 
Watchers” campaign, with lawn signs 
promoting its website (repaircostamesa. 
com) blossoming in front yards and along 
roadways throughout the city. In the first 
email sent by Jennifer Muir, the group’s 
spokeswoman and a former Orange 
County Register reporter, she explained 
that the campaign was “our way of offer¬ 
ing the City Council... even more ways 
to save.” In the weeks that followed, 
emails identified what the association 
deemed unnecessary city spending, 
including $425 jewel-encrusted name¬ 
plates, $7.8 million on “cosmetic repairs” 
to City Hall (which have since been post¬ 
poned), and $5,300 on “dinners, lunches 
and breakfasts for city bureaucrats.” 

For every Waste Watchers email 
produced by the union, Costa Mesa 
responded within hours, offering point- 
by-point refutations penned by city CEO 
(formerly city manager) Tom Hatch or 
William Lobdell, a former editor of the 


Daily Pilot and award-winning religion 
reporter for the Los Angeles Times who 
now has a $3,000-per-week job as Costa 
Mesa’s interim communications director. 

Foley still frequents council meetings 
and has stepped up to the microphone 
on occasion. She says she’s disappointed 
by what has transpired since she left the 
council in December 2010. Had she been 
able to foresee “this aggressive assault on 
employees,” she says, she “would have 
taken the bullet and faced the lawsuit to 
fill [the council and school board seats].” 
Now she can only watch while people 
make insinuations and assumptions about 
their leaders and neighbors. 

“That’s one of the terrible conse¬ 
quences of all this: that huge loss of trust 
by all sides,” she says. “No one trusts any¬ 
more; even friends don’t trust anymore.” 


On March 17, 16 days after the council’s 
vote, the layoff notices were issued. Most 
of the 213 pink slips were delivered in 
person by the employee’s supervisor. 

The majority of the city’s maintenance 
workers were given the news as a group 
by Peter Naghavi, director of the pub¬ 
lic services department. Huy Pham, a 
29-year-old who’d been working for the 
city for nearly five years, had been home 
nursing a broken foot that day when he 
received a call from his supervisor, saying 
he needed to come to City Hall to pick up 
his notice. 

Aside from spending free time training 
for a trip to climb Mount Everest, Pham 
had spent his hours after work on side 
jobs to help his family and night classes. 
Though he had a mostly sterling work 
record, a supervisor had recently found 
him asleep on the job, exhausted. 

“I didn’t realize [Pham’s job] was 
taking such a toll,” says his younger 
brother, John, months after that after¬ 
noon. “He never voiced it. He usually 
kept things to himself.” 

Pham arrived at City Hall, made his 
way to the roof without interacting with 
anyone and leapt off the building’s east 
side shortly before 3:30 p.m., according to 
police reports. 

Berardino was in Santa Ana when he 
heard about the incident; he rushed to 
the scene, where employees and city 
residents and members of the media 
were already gathering. After grieving 
with employees, Berardino caught sight 
of Righeimer and Mensinger but real¬ 
ized that Mayor Gary Monahan—the 
longest-tenured member of the council, 
having served on and off since 1994—was 
nowhere to be seen. It was St. Patrick’s 
Day, so Berardino decided to make the 
short drive to the mayor’s bar, Skosh 
Monahan’s. There the mayor was, stand-

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ing outside in a kilt, beads, a green bow 
tie and a green headscarf. Berardino took 
a photo with the camera on his cell phone 
before identifying himself. 

“His demeanor changed pretty quick 
once he found out who I was,” Berardino 
recalls. The exchange that followed was 
brief but emotional, Berardino says. 
Monahan reportedly told him, “I’m a 
businessman; I hire and fire people every 
day.” Monahan has neither confirmed nor 
denied the statement. 

Monahan’s fellow council members 
have called Berardino opportunistic, 
claiming he raced to the restaurant 
moments after the incident, before 
Monahan may have heard, and then 
shared the image with the media. But the 
image data for the photo, which is still on 
Berardino’s phone, shows it was taken at 
5:18 p.m., more than an hour and a half 
after Pham’s death. 

By nightfall, the compromising images 
of Monahan appeared on news broad¬ 
casts and websites across the county. 
Righeimer says he spoke with Monahan 
shortly after the pictures were taken and 
warned the mayor to not come to City 
Hall. Police had escorted Righeimer and 
Mensinger into the building after they 
were approached and threatened by one 
employee and taunted by another. 

For hours after Pham’s death, people 
came to City Hall to console one another, 
shed tears together and try to rectify it 
all. A candlelight vigil was held. While 
news of the layoff notices garnered media 
attention throughout Southern California, 
Pham’s death and the mayor’s behavior 
gave the story national intrigue. The New 
York Times sent a reporter, as did the San 
Francisco Chronicle, Bloomberg and other 
major media outlets. Interviews with 
Righeimer aired on FOX News. Even The 
New Yorker sent its “Letters From Califor¬ 
nia” correspondent, Tad Friend, to cover 
the story, which printed just days ago. 

Geoff West, a 59-year-old former 
human-resources consultant, has covered 
the story longer and with more depth 
than anyone on his blog, A Bubbling 
Cauldron. He has attended every council 
meeting and study session for months, 
typically sitting in the back of the room, 
equipped with a small notebook and a 
point-and-shoot digital camera. West, 
who doesn’t have any background in 
reporting or writing or politics, started A 
Bubbling Cauldron in 2006 as a platform 
for his thoughts on various matters in 
city politics in Costa Mesa and Newport 
Beach. Now, his website gets hundreds of 
hits per day and functions as a forum for 
discussions, sometimes constructive and 
other times vindictive. 

West was suspicious of what was 
happening in Costa Mesa before most 
newspaper reporters. He’s been critical of 
Righeimer’s escalation through the politi¬ 
cal ranks, pointing to his relationships 
with Baugh, Rohrabacher and Mansoor. 
“When Righeimer was appointed to the 
planning commission, I thought we might 
see things evolve into something serious,” 
he says. 

And West hasn’t held back in voic¬ 
ing his opinion of the mayor pro tern, 
referring to Righeimer as a “carpetbag¬ 


ger” for moving from Fountain Valley 
to Costa Mesa in a decade-long effort to 
get elected somewhere, anywhere. “Jim 
Righeimer has never been elected to 
public office before, although his cronies 
have appointed him to many high-ranking 
jobs,” wrote West, leading up to the 2010 
election. “That’s kind of how he gets 
along in life, I guess, depending on the 
patronage of political allies for positions 
of authority. Every time he has run for 
political office, he has failed. There are 
good reasons for that failure.” 


At the City Council’s April 5 meeting— 
the first following Pham’s death—police 
officers stood guard at either end of the 
dais. Four more officers roamed near the 
entrance doors, scanning the crowd and 
putting an eye on anyone who entered the 
chambers. 

When Monahan called for the meeting 
to commence, he was solemn, his usual 
ebullience gone. After early meeting 
proceedings, Monahan took a moment 
to offer an apology for “my shortcom¬ 
ings as mayor.” While some members of 
the public—including Sanitary District 
board member Jim Fitzpatrick, who has 
voiced his support of the council from the 
beginning—commended the mayor for his 
“sincere” words, others weren’t so quick 
to forgive. 

Susan Meyer, an 18-year resident of the 
city, gave a passionate speech ridiculing 
the council for its “callous” decision to 
deliver the outsourcing notices “without 
a proper study.” She locked eyes with 
Monahan and asked him to fire himself. 
“You are not fit to be our mayor,” she said. 

A deeper divide was evident in the 
chambers: those who wholeheartedly 
supported the council’s attempts to bal¬ 
ance the budget and not give in to union 
demands, and those who were in support 
of the employees, some of whom blamed 
the council for Pham’s death. 

In the days that followed, the story 
accumulated steam, as one incident after 
the next escalated the tension among 
residents and enhanced the selling power 
of the story: commercials produced and 
funded by a union-supported group called 
Repair Costa Mesa attacked the council 
and called for the layoffs to be rescinded; 
a brick with a note attached was thrown 
through the window of Skosh Monahan’s; 
at a community event, a chest-bump con¬ 
frontation occurred between Mensinger 
and an Estancia High School teacher, who 
is also a member of Repair Costa Mesa; 
and a union-funded audit uncovered what 
OCEA called “pots of money,” but it was 
hastily dismissed by the council, with its 
list of suggestions called a “road to bank¬ 
ruptcy” by Righeimer. 

Then came Pham’s autopsy results. The 
coroner’s report showed he had in his sys¬ 
tem trace amounts of benzoylecgonine, 
which is both a compound in cocaine and 
muscle relaxers; an attack on his char¬ 
acter followed. The city hired a former 
Secret Service agent to conduct a second 
investigation of the events on March 17. 
Soon after, Pham’s personnel file was 
released to the press, and his past work 
problems became headline news. Muir 
told reporters the release of information 
was “just a sad attempt to diminish his 
memory,” while council supporters such 
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“Jim Righeimer has never been elected to public office before, 
although his cronies have appointed him to many high-ranking 
jobs,” wrote Geoff West. “That’s kind of how he gets along in 
life, I guess, depending on the patronage of political allies for 

positions of authority.” 


as Will Swaim (former Weekly editor and 
godfather of one of Lobdell’s sons), who 
pens scabrous rants on his personal blog, 
Republic of Costa Mesa, slammed OCEA 
for treating “Pham like the protagonist in 
Weekend at Bernie’s” 

Interim Police Chief Steve Staveley—a 
40-year-veteran who had served as police 
chief in six other cities—in turn delivered 
a scathing four-page letter to his police 
force on July 20. It announced his resig¬ 
nation, effective that same day at noon. 

He ridiculed the council and the way it 
was governing the city, calling council 
members “incompetent, unskilled and 
unethical,” especially given that the coun¬ 
cil wanted to shift the police work sched¬ 
ule from four 10-hour days per week to 
five eight-hour days. Staveley went on 
to second-guess the financial crisis and 
made claims of corruption, though he 
failed to support them with any facts. 

The city, through Hatch, responded 
with a point-by-point dissection of the 
facts it felt the outgoing chief had wrong, 
referring to the letter as “reckless” and 
Staveley’s behavior as “unprofessional.” 

“[Staveley’s resignation] is a terrible 
event, but one that does not surprise 
me at all,” West wrote on A Bubbling 
Cauldron. “Staveley said it many times 
throughout his memo. The residents and 
employees of this city deserve much bet¬ 
ter treatment than they are getting from 
this current bunch of amateurs on the 
City Council.” 


In a town best-known internationally for 
the avaricious playground of South Coast 
Plaza, adults are bickering over funds for 
a children’s program. It’s a Tuesday night 
in early August, and the council cham¬ 
bers are half-empty—an oddity in recent 
months. Only a few dozen seats are filled, 
as the agenda had appeared to lack any 
truly divisive or consequential items. 

The leaders of the city are bickering 
over funds for the type of program that’s 
typically the fabric of a community. A 
simple recommendation to grant $10,000 
to the local Pop Warner league for field 
fees results in two hours of heated debate, 
with union representatives and residents 
accusing council members of lies and 
misuse of funds and council members 
singling out and insulting audience mem¬ 
bers. The Costa Mesa City Council has 
become a civic dissolution. 

“What I have been told since February 
is that the city doesn’t have any money,” 
says Helen Nenadal, the president of the 
Costa Mesa City Employees Association 
and an employee of the municipality for 
more than 30 years. She’s had children 
go through the football program, so she 
knows its value. But she’s one of 213 
employees who were issued a six-month 
layoff notice in March, forced to wait to 
hear whether or not she would still have 
a job while the city researched outsourc¬ 
ing opportunities. How, she wonders, 
are there now available funds for youth 


sports when she just had to say goodbye 
to another three employees days prior? 

“The issue is not do we have money— 
we have $100 million to spend in this 
city, give or take. It’s where do we spend 
our money?” Righeimer pronounces 
to the audience during council com¬ 
ments. “So are we poor, are we starving, 
is everything going to end? No. But with 
this new City Council here now, we’re 
righting the ship.” 

The niceties of five months ago are 
gone. Righeimer’s cheeks are reddening 
as his glare and his words are directed at 
Nenadal, who’s sitting alone in the rear 
right corner of the chambers. 

“Ms. Nenadal, we have enough money 
to run our city,” he continues. “We just 
can’t afford the costs of your employees. 
Your employees are over the top.” 


“It’s been six months, and we’re all still 
here,” says Berardino. The layoff notices 
were set to expire the middle of this 
month. The deadline will come and go, 
but no one will be out of a job. 

After months of Leece repeating that 
the boys’ network on the council was 
moving too quickly, even once calling the 
financial crisis a lie, it appears she had 
made a good point. No one had done his 
or her homework on the outsourcing pro¬ 
cess. It turned out the city had skipped 
steps—ones with legal implications—pre¬ 
venting the city from even being allowed 
to issue Requests for Proposals, posted 
documents meant to attract bids from 
potential vendors. 

“[The mistake tell] us that there wasn’t, 
obviously, a real interest or a thought¬ 
ful approach to doing this,” Berardino 
says. “They didn’t want to investigate 
what needs to be done. They didn’t care 
what the law said, they didn’t care what 
the ordinances said, and they didn’t care 
what the policies said. They had one goal 
in mind, and that was to advance their 
political agenda.” 

The process will begin, once again, 
from the beginning, but this time, union 
representatives will be involved. An 
injunction by the union has been upheld 
in California Appellate Court, and the city 
won’t be able to outsource to private com¬ 
panies until after a hearing. Righeimer 
and the council seemingly remain 
unfazed, confident in what’s to come. 

“In the end, whether the economy does 
well or doesn’t do well, the city’s going to 
be fine; there’s more than enough money 
here to fix our problems—there really is. 
We’re not a poor city,” says Righeimer, 
peering out the window of his Newport 
Beach office. “[The union’s] only hope 
is if they can stop the process before the 
next election. The only hope they have is 
if they get the majority, and I can tell you 
that is not going to happen in any way, 
shape or form. Part of it is who these peo¬ 
ple are, but the whole country has figured 
it out—they get it now.”

The Sky Room at the historic Breakers Hotel 
recalls the classy hospitality of old Long Beach

Y ou begin by handing your keys to 
a person whom you hope is the 
valet. You made the assumption 
because he was the only guy standing in 
the alleyway next to a sign that reads, 
“Valet, $7.” That he hands you a ticket 
stub before he drives away in your car 
provides some measure of reassurance. 
Then you walk up a short flight of red- 
carpeted stairs and pull open a pair 
of creaky doors. You find yourself in a 
creepy, chandelier-lit hallway seemingly 
birthed from a scene in The Shining. 

At the far end, an ancient elevator 
opens, and out comes a young attendant 
in a dress shirt who asks if you have res¬ 
ervations. Yes. During the short ride up to 
the top floor, the charming chap recites 
stories about the place. The building 
you’re in is the historic Breakers Hotel, 
he says, built in 1926 when the Long 
Beach waterfront was practically steps 
from Ocean Boulevard—not a mile away, 
as it is today. In its heyday, the restaurant 
hosted Clark Gable and John Wayne as 
customers. Elizabeth Taylor and her first 
husband, Nicky Hilton, spent their hon¬ 
eymoon in the penthouse suite. Today, 
the building is a retirement home, but the 
Sky Room is still in operation. 

The elevator opens onto a cramped 
corridor in front of a hostess podium. 

She leads you past a small bar and dance 
floor that would’ve been chic when 
Miami Vice was still on the air. Your des¬ 
tination is a room still farther in, where 
wide windows overlook Long Beach 
Harbor. If the Art Deco scheme has gone 
a little stale, you excuse it because of the 
view. You spot the iconic Wyland mural 
straight ahead, Queen Mary in the dis¬ 
tance and the ocean beyond. When the 
sun sets, the room glows red from accent 
lighting that takes over as illumination. 
Marty, your server, warns you to be wary 
of the steps that separate the two-lev¬ 
eled room. He’s worked here 14 years, he 
says, and he still stumbles on them. 

Apart from the busboys, Marty, you 
discover quickly, is the only server. He’s 
the kind of waiter who doesn’t dote on you 
because he has to; he does it because he is 
genuinely this caring. He is like the Jewish 
mother you never had, a man who puts 
the restaurant’s profit margins second to 
making sure you don’t spend more than 
you have to. Try to order more than you 
can conceivably consume, and he’ll stop 
you mid-sentence, especially if you men¬ 
tion you also want the osso bucco. “That’s 
just too much food!” he’ll say. “How about 
we start you off with the raw bar items you 
wanted, and then we’ll talk.” 

He’s this way with everyone. The 
canoodling couples in the room seem to 
know him as much as he knows them. 
“Are you thinking of that wine because 
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you like sweet wines?” he asks a woman. 
She smiles and nods. “I’ll bring out a 
better wine for less than that one.” 

Pretty soon, the Sky Room isn’t about 
the history, the view, or even the food. 

It’s about how Marty reminds you of 
simpler, kinder times. After you finish 
the raw bar items—which come in a plate 
tower that includes a half-dozen raw 
oysters, coin-thick slices of acid-firmed 
scallop, silky sheets of cured salmon and 
soy-dressed tuna—Marty returns; you 
tell him he was right to stop you when 
he did, that your eyes were bigger than 
your stomach. He nods approvingly as 
you scale down your order. But when 
you still insist you want the osso bucco, 
Marty cautions, “Promise to work on 
the scallops first, okay? Because if you’re 
too full for the osso bucco, the leftovers 


will reheat nicely tomorrow; the scallops 
won’t travel well.” 

To your order he lets you add the 
Salad de Maman because he saw the 
delight in your eyes when you found out 
it’s tossed tableside, the old-school way. 
In the mix, there’s not a single fancy 
green; just plain iceberg, hard-boiled 
egg, cucumber, radish and creamy 
Dijon on a plate that somehow becomes 
greater than the sum of its parts. An 
appetizer of white asparagus served 
with prosciutto, sabayon and a yolk- 
dribbling fried egg is also a revelation. 
The pan-seared scallops, three to a plate 
and perched atop pontoons of mashed 
potatoes with bits of lobster, eat with 
the fleshy chew of a tender steak—sweet 
in its unmolested marineness and sim¬ 
ple in its execution. 

Finally, there’s the massive osso bucco, 
a central column of bone surrounded by 
tender, but not yielding, meat. Glazed in 
a reduced sauce thick and rich from con¬ 
stant coddling, the dish is resplendent 
with specks of its flavor-packed mire¬ 
poix and flanked by absorptive spears 
of skin-on potatoes. Marty, of course, is 
right; you’re too full to eat more than a 
forkful. So when you ask for a box, he 
puts a hand on your shoulder, and with 
a benevolent look, he says, “You should 
always listen to your server.”

C afe Calacas answers the question all 
Orange Countians have on their minds: 
What will happen to our fair land when the 
Mexicans take over for good? 

The answer comes when you order the 
Don Benjamin, one of many sandwiches this 
newly owned cubby hole of a restaurant 
offers. It seems like a straightforward tuna- 
salad sandwich, down to the carrots and 
red onions that play off the salad's tangy 
mush. But what's that piquing your palate? A 
made-that-morning chile-and-garlic spread, 
potent and judiciously distributed. Why is 
the bread so fluffy? Because the deli uses 
telera rolls, a cousin of the more-famous 
bolillos that Mexicans use to make tortas. 
And the condiments? A galaxy of Mexican 
hot sauces, from Gringo Bandito to Tabasco, 
Salsa Huichol and even the notorious El 
Yucateco, neon-green, habanero-derived 
and strong enough to bore through steel. 

Owners Rudy (the Mexican) and Jackie 
(the Midwestern gabacha) Cordova are well- 
known in Santa Ana fortheir Chicano curio 
shop, Calacas, and for helping to organize the 
second-largest Dfa de Los Muertos event in 
Southern California just outside their store¬ 
front. But they're also wily businesspeople— 
when the space next to theirs opened up last 
year, the Cordovas swooped in and secured a 
lease: to provide a much-needed community 
space for the city's youth, sure, but also to 
bank on the hundreds of federal workers 
just across the street at the Ronald Reagan 
Federal Courthouse who pour out every 
lunchtime looking for a quick, cheap meal. As 
a result, most of Cafe Calacas' initial offer¬ 
ings are safe, satisfying bets to ensure return 
customers—a crunchy Caesar chicken wrap, 
for instance, or deli sandwiches that include 
tomatoes from the Cordovas' backyard and 
inventive pairings of meats and sauces. 

Rudy's Roast Beef, for instance, features a 
sharp onion-and-mayo concoction that plays 
well against the meat's fattiness. 

But where Cafe Calacas excels right 
now is its Mexican offerings, which are 
limited but growing. The licuados are 
already some of the best in la naranja : The 
Pancho Pantera has a cinnamon nose and 
uses Mexico's version of Quik, Choco Milk, 
while the one of nuez tastes just like a nuez 
paleta, which is to say it has a gritty tex¬ 
ture, subtle notes of walnuts and almonds, 
and features another Mexican product, La 
Lechera condensed milk. And the bionico, 
a fruit salad of chopped-up wonder, will 
wrestle down a heatwave like Tito Ortiz tak¬ 
ing on a 100-pound weakling. 

The Cordovas are planning to open in the 
mornings now, due to customer demands 
for a proper cup of cafe de olla. And while 
the horchata they have next to the cash 
register in massive jugs is uneven, the 
limonada is perfect: not too tart, not too 
sweet, but just right. It's the Mexican take¬ 
over of OC in a plastic, compostable cup.

Tell us about your food-service- 
industry background:

Gen X gets the sexual ‘revolution’ it deserves in A Good Old Fashioned Orgy

A group of thirtysomethings trapped 
in the amber of its high school 
years attempts to bone its way 
into adulthood in A Good Old Fashioned 
Orgy, an ensemble sex comedy written and 
directed by Larry Sanders Show writers 
Alex Gregory and Peter Huyck. Techni¬ 
cally the orgy of the title is conceived as 
the culmination of 15 years of theme par¬ 
ties (a “White Trash Bash” opens the film) 
thrown by Eric (Jason Sudeikis) at his 
father’s soon-to-be-sold Hamptons estate. 
(Don Johnson swings by for a cameo as 
Dad, complete with pink shirt and pinker 
girlfriend.) But underlying the orgy’s pro¬ 
posal as the ultimate bonding session is the 
hope that it might help sunset the endless 
summer and edge these Gen Xers apart. 

Sudeikis is the goatish maestro of the 
ensuing, rough-hewn hybrid of Hot Tub 
Time Machine’s R-rated nostalgic raunch 
and Humpday’ s bromantic reckoning. 

His crew comprises Adam (Nick Kroll), a 
crosswording lawyer whose Blackberry 
meets a watery end early on; Sue (Michelle 
Borth), the hard body nursing a crush on 
Eric; Duquez (Martin Starr), a musician 
tortured by indecision and insecurity, and 
his sexy/docile girlfriend Willow (Angela 
Sarafyan); Laura (Lindsay Sloane), the 
shy one with body issues and a failure to 



orgasm; Mike (Tyler Labine), the stone- 
cold satyr whose extra 50 pounds only 
enhance his self-esteem; and Alison (Lake 
Bell), the beauty with bad taste in men and 
a habit of life-coaching instead of listening. 
Newly moved to the fringe are the group’s 
first procreators, played by Lucy Punch 
and Will Forte, whose respective harried 


dismay and strangled, exquisite rage are a 
highlight of the film. 

The setup is loose and largely funny: 
Riffs and one-liners fly from every cor¬ 
ner, fast enough to avert the sting of the 
lamer gambits, like Eric and Mike’s lewd¬ 
ness over a teenage girl wearing “sex 
bracelets” to indicate how far she’s gone. 


Ultimately, Orgy’s refusal to 
be any one thing—including 
good or bad—forms a kind of 
epochal statement. 


But A Good Old Fashioned Orgy devel¬ 
ops commitment issues to rival those of 
its characters when the central conceit 
pushes its way in, failing to settle on a 
dominant, orienting tone. Is the world of 
the film ruled by its high concept, its low 
comedy, its demographic credibility or its 
romantic screwball realism? Ultimately, 
Orgy’s refusal to be any one thing— 
including good or bad—forms a kind of 
epochal statement. 

The balance struck between comic 
expedience and generational relevance is 
an uneasy one: Mike and Eric’s research 
expedition to a mattress-store orgy, for 
instance, yields some laughs, but would 
they really need to be schooled about 
pegging and pulling a train? A generation 
older than their subjects, Gregory and 
Huyck strain themselves with the sex 
bracelets bit, which plays like a rehash of 
early aughts-era trend stories about “cud¬ 
dle puddles” and “lipstick parties.” It’s 
their way of setting up the key element of 
Eric and Mike’s pitch to their pals: Kids 
today are freaks, our parents were freaks, 
but AIDS panic screwed our genera¬ 
tion out of its share of semi-anonymous 
orgasms and benign STDs. From that 
rather dubious sell onward, as incredulity 
gives way to individual reasons to go for 
it—though the film works hard to give its 
female constituents the illusion of equita¬ 
ble sexual agency, illusion is mostly what 
it amounts to— Orgy alternates between 
flyaway goofing and blunt expository 
refreshment of the conceit. 

The big dilemma of the plot is Eric’s 
growing attraction to the sweet but sharp- 
witted Kelly (Leslie Bibb), who charms 
him at the White Trash Party and then 
turns out to be the realtor trying to sell 
his father’s house. Is it wrong to pursue a 
woman when one has an orgy scheduled? 
The resolution to that question, and the 
big event itself, transports us to Planet 
Greenlight, a third world between illogic 
and fantasy hovering over Hollywood. 

And yet, a subversive truth penetrates the 
already well-penetrated plot: In celebrat¬ 
ing the loss of good jobs, encouraging 
rock-star pipe dreams, congratulating the 
extension of freeloading leisure, treating 
playful sexuality as both retro and regres¬ 
sive, and making a freak show of the one 
character (Alison’s boyfriend Marcus) 
who reads The Economist and is repulsed 
by women shaving themselves back to 
prepubescence, Orgy may be the sex com¬ 
edy this generation deserves.

ANOTHER EARTH Brit Marling, the lithe, 
stunning co-writer and star of Mike 
Cahill's Another Earth, plays Rhoda, 
a 17-year-old who is celebrating her 
acceptance to MIT on the same night 
that a new planet is discovered. Called 
Earth 2 by the denizens of Earth 1, this 
planet will prove to house a parallel 
universe populated by doppelgangers 
for each Earth resident. Buzzed on beer 
and distracted by this new orb on the 
horizon, Rhoda crashes her car into a 
sedan carrying renowned composer 
John Burroughs (William Mapother) 
and his pregnant wife and young son. 
Burroughs is left comatose, his fam¬ 
ily dead, and Rhoda spends the next 
four years in jail instead of college. 
Post-prison, she talks her way into 
Burroughs's secluded home; instead of 
putting the pieces together, Burroughs 
puts the moves on her. Handheld, 
grainy, and under-lit, Another Earth is 
routinely so ugly that Marling's extrava¬ 
gant, appropriately otherworldly beauty 
functions as its most impressive special 
effect. As the relationship between the 
gullible sad sack and the flaxen-haired 
fraud overtakes the interplanetary 
premise as the driving force of the 
film, it becomes clear that Marling's 
primary—if potentially unconscious— 
subject is the politics and mechanics 
of beauty as a tool of manipulation. You 
could argue that Marling has written 
what she knows, but she's also created 
for herself a character whose undeni¬ 
able physical appeal overwhelms all 
other aspects of her personality, in a 
film so drunk on that appeal that even a 
suicide attempt is sexualized.

it's always men." In this movie, too. Yet 
another Hollywood romantic comedy to 
play up its awareness of genre cliche 
in a narrative that validates far more 
of those cliches than it deflates, Crazy, 
Stupid, Love makes the mistake of sug¬ 
gesting a path untrod, only to deliver 
a scramble of the familiar. Directors 
Glenn Ficarra and John Requa were last 
seen as the auteurs of / Love You Phillip 
Morris, one of the smartest comedies 
of recent years and quite possibly the 
best gay relationship film ever made 
featuring Hollywood stars. Crazy, Stupid, 
Love isn't nearly as groundbreaking, 
but its love-positive dramedy is notably 
bighearted, and enlivened by the work 
of a few good actors. Moore pops up 
mostly as a foil to Cal's effort to Regain 
His Manhood via new clothes and 
anonymous sex. He's tutored by Jacob 
(Ryan Gosling), a player who Changes 
His Ways when he falls for stunning law 
student Hannah (Emma Stone). Carell 
and Gosling have a nicely barbed chem¬ 
istry together, particularly in the scene 
in which they establish their pupil- 
mentor relationship, using gangster-film 
lingo to cement a bond whose first 
destination is necessarily a shopping 
montage.

DON'T BE AFRAID OF THE DARK 

Die-hard horror fans (including this 
one) generally spend their adult lives 
hoping to re-experience the fear and 
awe they derived from the scary flicks 
they saw as kids. Which may be why 
Pan's Labyrinth director Guillermo del 
Toro was inspired to co-produce and 
write (with Matthew Robbins) a remake 
of the legendarily creepy 1973 TV-movie 
Don't Be Afraid of the Dark, which del 
Toro reportedly saw at age nine (and 
this reviewer at 10). In this visually 
lush updating, directed by newcomer 
Troy Nixey, 9-year-old Sally (Bailee 
Madison) is sent by her mother to live 
with her architect father (Guy Pearce) 
and his interior decorator girlfriend 
(Katie Holmes) in an old Rhode Island 
mansion they're restoring. In a flash, 
Sally is compelled by whispery voices 
to open up a firmly bolted fireplace ash 
pit—big mistake—thereby setting free 
small, demonic creatures that feed on 
the teeth of dead children, a trait that is 
a nicely nasty new touch. (The TV-movie 
was vague about their motivations, 
beyond ordinary demon meanness.) 

Just because they can, the creatures 
begin taunting and frightening Sally, 
who puts up a good fight. If the grand 
finale isn't as resonantly scary as the 
original, maybe that's just because, 
try though we might, we're no longer 
impressionable kids. (R) Chuck Wilson.

THE GUARD The Guard is a shaggy- 
man character study, its subject a 
fiftysomething policeman in West 
Ireland, Sergeant Gerry Boyle (Brendan 


Gleeson). No by-the-book cop, Boyle 
spends his days off romping with hook¬ 
ers, and has no qualms about gulping 
MDMA from the pockets of a freshly 
dead teenagera "he also displays 
a proletarian literary bent, visits his 
ailing mum to cheer her with pained 
jocularity, and, unlike his better-turned- 
out colleagues, holds himself to an 
unorthodox-but-unbendable code 
of honor. As an FBI agent visiting to 
intercept a massive drug drop, Don 
Cheadle is on hand to straight-man, and 
to instruct the audience to grudgingly 
appreciate Boyle for what he is, despite 
his racial ribbing of the Don Rickies 
all-in-good-fun school ("I'm Irish, sir, 
racism is a part of me culture," Boyle 
announces). One senses that The Guard 
is John Michael McDonagh's eulogy 
for the brusque, warts-and-all charac¬ 
ter of a passing generation of tough, 
working-class Irishmen, much as Clint 
Eastwood's Gran Torino was for vintage 
Americanism. But McDonagh's film 
eschews any pretense of social reality 
for cinematographic fancifulness and 
too-clever-by-half dialogue, much of it 
from a trio of drug-smugglers livening 
up Boyle's jurisdiction with homicides. 
As Cheadle drifts around a vaguely 
thought-through role, The Guard 
bets everything on Gleeson's boyish 
twinklea "and tends to overestimate its 
own raffish charm. (R) Nick Pinkerton. 
Countywide. 

THE HELP A fast-talking, eye-rolling 
snarler, Emma Stone wears a truly ter¬ 
rible perm to play the allegedly dowdy 
Skeeter, a recent college graduate 
who returns to her family's Mississippi 
plantation in the summer of 1962 in The 


Help. In her absence, not only have 
her school friends become the casu¬ 
ally, cruelly racist white establishment, 
but also her own beloved childhood 
maid (Cicely Tyson) has disappeared. 
Skeeter decides to write about her 
hometown from the perspective of 
the black women who work in every 
white household. Her ins to that world 
are dutiful maid Aibileen (Viola Davis) 
and Minny (Octavia Spencer), whose 
inability to become wallpaper/doormat 
while at work has cost her a few jobs, 
most recently and spectacularly in the 
home of the town's coolly despicable 
queen bee, Hilly (Bryce Dallas Howard). 
To accuse The Help, based on Kathryn 
Stockett's bestselling novel, of push¬ 
ing the dreaded Magical Negro button 
would be a low blow. These women do 
actually say things like "Fried chicken 
just tend to make you feel better 'bout 
life," while pretty blonde women look 
on, beaming—but they're also victims 
of fairly realistic character flaws, 
almost as much as they're victims of 
circumstance. The Help is plainly a film 
about how talking becomes writing, 
which becomes activism, which turns 
into history. The night Medgar Evers is 
killed, Aibileen tries to comfort a para¬ 
noid Minny: "We ain't doin' civil rights, 
we just telling stories like they really 
happened"—a downplaying that right¬ 
fully makes herfriend laugh. (PG-13)

ONE DAY One Day stars Anne Hathaway 
as Emma, a too-serious would-be writer 
in coke-bottle glasses and combat 
boots. She's nursing a crush on Dexter 
(Jim Sturgess), her too-good-looking 
rich boy college classmate. She's ear¬ 


nest, tenacious and crippled by middle- 
class insecurity; he's talentless and 
slides by on smile and swagger. It's July 
15,1988, and after a long night of post¬ 
graduation drinking, Em and Dexfall into 
bed—and instead of having sex, agree 
to be friends. The film then follows the 
pair through two decades worth of 
July 15s, their mutual attraction ebbing 
and flowing towards a long-delayed 
but clearly inevitable consummation. 

The premise would seem ripe for a 
minimalist-realist treatment, but neither 
writer David Nicholls nor director Lone 
Scherfig is so conceptually inclined. In 
their hands, July 15 becomes the anni¬ 
versary not only of Em and Dex's first 
meeting, but also most of the landmark 
moments in their lives, including a major 
rift, their most significant hook-up, their 
decision to procreate, and, finally, a 
fateful accident—which (spoiler alert, 
sort of) is teased in the film's opening 
scene. It's as if the filmmakers are afraid 
that if we don't know that Something Big 
happens in 2006, we'll leave the theater 
before the movie gets there. Relying on 
costuming to tell us who her characters 
are and an omnipresent score to tell us 
how they feel, Scherfig can't conjure 
the spark or swoon of what appear 
to be her Hollywood models of tragi- 
romance. Great Hollywood melodrama 
is art; One Day is kitsch. (PG-13) Karina 
Longworth. Countywide.

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girlfriend Janet (Kathryn Hahn) has 
taken up with a new dude, rendering 
Ned homeless and estranged from his 
beloved dog. Determined to reunite with 
the pooch but first needing to get back 
on his feet, Ned surfs the couches of 
his three sisters: dowdy mom Liz (Emily 
Mortimer) and her pompous sleazebag 
husband (Steve Coogan); Miranda 
(Elizabeth Banks), a high-maintenance, 
low-scruples would-be glossy magazine 
reporter; and bi-curious hipster Natalie 
(Zooey Deschanel), who shares a loft 
with lawyer girlfriend Cindy (Rashida 
Jones, in a costume department's ludi¬ 
crous notion of Williamsburg butch). 

As stupid as he may seem from the 
get-go, this rarely laugh-out-loud dys¬ 
functional sibling comedy doesn't want 
us to write off Ned as an actual idiot. 

In the film's final act, he's revealed as 
a patent device to transform everyone 
around him into Better People—to the 
point where the character exits the city 
with the line, "My work here is done!" 
That may be Our Idiot Brother's one 
gift to the indie ensemble-corn canon. 

In allowing wayward white people to 
find salvation from a selfless outsider- 
drifter-saint who is actually part of their 
own bloodline, the film gives permission 
for a genre already prone to solipsism 
to finally close in on itself entirely. (R)

RISE OF THE PLANET OF THE APES 
Will Rodman (James Franco) heads a 
research laboratory dedicated to testing 
brain-boosting drugs on chimpanzees 
in hopes of discovering an Alzheimer's 
cure. When Will's research is abruptly 
discontinued, he smuggles home a 
baby chimp prodigy named "Caesar" 
to raise as his own, while continuing 
his forbidden experiments. Surrounded 
by humans, Caesar grows into a sul¬ 
len, alienated teenager, his emotional 
development shown in the eloquent 
motion-captured close-ups of Andy 
Serkis, of Gollum and King Kong fame. 
When Caesar is separated from Will 
and locked up with his own kind in a 
"Primate Sanctuary" that's more like a 
monkey-house gulag, Rise becomes a 
very effective self-contained jailhouse 
drama, with Caesar plotting his escape, 
developing species consciousness, 
and devising a program of ape solidar¬ 
ity. None of the human plotlines rival 
Caesar's—not the perfunctory romantic 
teaming of Franco and Freida Pinto, 
nor the ongoing corporate chicanery 
that lays sequel groundwork. As tight 
as the parallel Flomo sapiens storylines 
are lax, Caesar's prison conversion to 
charismatic pan-ape revolutionist is 
near-silent filmmaking, with simple and 
precise images illustrating Caesar's 
General-like divining of personalities 
and his organization of a group from 
chaos to order. All of this is shown in 
absorbing, propulsive style, as Caesar 
broodingly bides his time like a king in 
disguise awaiting restoration. Caesar's 
cellblock putsch complete, he leads 
his ape army into 'Frisco, and from 
here Rise descends into pitched street 
warfare between mechanized man 
and monkey. The final shot denotes the 
ambitions of the apes and 20th Century 
Fox, respectively: Empire, and franchise. 
(PG-13) Nick Pinkerton. Countywide. 

SARAH'S KEY Exposing a little-known 
piece of Holocaust history—the Vel' 
d'Hiv roundup, in which French police 
arrested thousands of Jews in Paris 
in July 1942— Sarah's Key dutifully fol¬ 
lows the template of scores of movies 
about the Shoah: wringing from atrocity 
the most unseemly sentimentality. The 
film toggles between the past—as 
10-year-old Sarah Starzynski (Melusine 
Mayance) and her parents are taken 
from their Marais home and penned 
up in the Velodrome d'Hiver, a cycling 
arena in the 15th Arrondissement, 
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before being sent to a nearby intern¬ 
ment camp—and the present, focusing 
on Julia (Kristin Scott Thomas), an 
American journalist in Paris who's writ¬ 
ing an article about the all-but-buried 
episode. In the course of her research, 
Julia discovers some uncomfortable 
truths about her French in-laws' con¬ 
nection with the Starzynski family; 
wading through the mawkish muck, 
particularly during plot threads involving 
her "miraculous" middle-age pregnancy 
and tracking down Sarah's adult son, 
the bilingual and normally unimpeach¬ 
able Scott Thomas sounds as if she 
has learned a Yank accent via Rosetta 
Stone. Based on Tatiana de Rosnay's 
novel and co-written by director Gilles 
Paquet-Brenner and Serge Joncour, 
Sarahs Key is filled with the usual 
meaningless bromides, concluding with 
Scott Thomas's voiceover declaration: 
"When a story is told, it is not forgot¬ 
ten." This film vanishes from memory 
immediately. (PG-13) Melissa Anderson. 
Countywide. 

30 MINUTES OR LESS Danny McBride 
and Nick Swardson play Dwayne and 
Travis, a duo of going-nowhere types 
who, on the advice of a stripper, decide 
to off Dwayne's hard-ass, Lotto-winning 
ex-Marine of a dad and live off the 
inheritance. They need $100,000 up front 
for the hit man, so Dwayne and Travis 
elect to raise the funds by kidnapping a 
patsy, strapping him into a C4-studded 
vest, and giving him 10 hours to rob a 
bank. Jesse Eisenberg's pizza delivery 
boy Nick soon becomes that patsy. 
Despite its broad resemblance to a 
true-crime story, there are nearly 1 mil¬ 
lion logical leaps made in the course of 
setting up this Rube Goldberg device of 
a plot—but watching the film clear each 
one becomes its own goofy pleasure. 
Completing the quartet of comic leads 
is Aziz Ansari as Nick's estranged friend 
who, in one hilarious bit, explains he's 
helping not for Nick's sake, but because 
letting his ex-friend blow up might one 
day begin to affect his "relationships 
with other people." Had the movie 
committed to such an acerbic tone 
throughout, it might have approached 
the inspired amorality of the Coen broth¬ 
ers. But instead 30 Minutes or Less 
quickly retrenches behind the emotional 
lines of standard-issue bro humor: The 
man-boys can't communicate except by 
calling each other pussies, and yet male 
bonding is still one of the script's third- 


act goals. This sop to sentiment is dis¬ 
appointing from a movie that otherwise 
feels free to make a suicide vest into 
a comic device. (R) Seth Colter Walls. 
Countywide. 

THE WHISTLEBLOWER In Canadian 
director Larysa Kondracki's The 
Whistleblower, shot in Romania, 

British babe Rachel Weisz plays a poor 
Nebraska cop who takes a U.N. job in 
postwar Bosnia to investigate the sex 
trafficking of young women, including 
two Ukrainians, and unearths evidence 
of multinational peacekeeper complic¬ 
ity in the crimes (and U.S. government 
support of the whole ugly racket). 
Geographic diffusion aside, Kondracki's 
fact-based thriller remains somewhat 
focused on its grim subject, though its 
principled bid to allure and enlighten the 
VOD-surfing masses results in a surplus 
of Hollywood-style eye candy and nar¬ 
rative formula. No less a looker than 
Monica Bellucci appears as the bitchy 
head of the U.N.'s repatriation program, 
seemingly to offset the arguably admira¬ 
ble characterization of most every male 
as a sex-crazed creep or worse, while 
late-reel scenes of suspense involving 
the heinously victimized Ukrainians fall 
somewhere along the line between 
shocking reportage and standard-issue 
torture porn. Clearly channeling Jodie 
Foster's distaff avenger in The Silence 
of the Lambs (but with a healthy hetero 
appetite thrown in), Weisz's Oscar 
campaign-worthy turn does nothing 
to obscure the movie's half-intended 
message that, regardless of national 
borders, where sex is involved, there's 
money to be made. (R) Rob Nelson.

violence in any explicit way, there’s an 
underlying tension present when you 
show romantic images of revolutionary- 
era protest. Is he as reactionary as his 
literary hero, advocating “freedom” while 
ignoring its bloody implications? Is he 
expanding on George Santayana’s quote 
about those who forget the past being 
condemned to repeat it? Is he in thrall 
to the images that comforted him when 
he was sick and need to be looked at dif¬ 
ferently now that’s he’s in remission? Or 
is Schutt just a fan of AK-47s? Too bad 
there’s just not enough information—in 
either the paintings or the curation of the 
work—to fully answer that question. 

In contrast, curator Rothweiler’s instal¬ 
lation in the same show, Uprooted, builds 
on the underlying questions inherent in 
Schutt’s work but makes its statement more 
precisely: The three concrete AK-47s and 
five hand grenades floating in the air are 
brown, dirty and covered with roots grasp¬ 
ing at a patch of mossy earth below them. 
That brutality is organic to any land that 
contains people seems obvious, but I liked 
Rothweiler’s suggestion that in order to 
conquer it, one needs to yank it out of the 
earth like a weed. Artist Shawn Bishop- 
Leo’s four mixed-media paintings also deal 
in romanticized archetypes—this time, the 
strong woman—but less successfully. The 
silk-screened pictures of women on hideous 
wallpaper aren’t very attractive, despite the 
fleurs-de-lis (a female symbol of spiritual 
virtue) cut into them and the addition of 
found objects. 

The problem is that the artist’s femi¬ 
nist portraits aren’t altogether different 
from the tough-chick imagery we’d see 
in exploitation movies made by guys: 
attractive women, indifferent to the gaze 
of others, scantily dressed, bound in rope, 
a set of handcuffs waiting nearby. There 
may be less nudity, but with names such 
as La Dura (Spanish for “The Hard One”), 
Boxed Beef and One That Got Away, even 
the titles reek of Grade-B schlock.

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You Say You Want 
a Revolution? 

The latest exhibit at Rothick Art Haus can’t decide 
if it’s pro-uprising or just likes AK-47s

W hen lymphoma struck Costa 

Mesa painter Danny Schutt sev¬ 
eral years ago, he buried himself 
in the work of the late Russian writer 
Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn, a man famous for 
writing about his time in USSR’s prison 
camps, as well as a fictionalized account of 
his own bout with cancer. After back sur¬ 
gery to remove a tumor that was crippling 
him, intensive chemotherapy and learning 
how to walk again, it’s not surprising that 
Schutt felt a kinship with the author: He 
had been in a gulag of sorts, too. 

Solzhenitsyn was a hero in Reagan-era 
America, but hindsight gives us a clearer 
perspective: a dogmatic religious conser¬ 
vative championed by the likes of Dick 
Cheney and Donald Rumsfeld, Solzhenit¬ 
syn was also an anti-Semite with a long 
history of blaming the Russian Revolution 
and Stalinism on Jews, as well as a nation¬ 
alist foolishly attached to his country’s 
czarist past, with little tolerance for West¬ 
ern democracy. Schutt’s new exhibition 
at Rothick Art Haus, “By Hundreds and 
Thousands,” is obviously influenced by 
Solzhenitsyn’s work—there’s even a copy 
of the writer’s novel Cancer Ward lying 
on a shelf in the gallery’s lobby—but it’s 
doubtful the Nobel Prize-winning author 
would be familiar to the people targeted 
by the gallery or that they’re likely to 
“get” the historical significance of the 
images, as the current generation has 
never known of Russia as anything but 
an uneasy ally and the only mention of 
socialism it hears comes from the mouths 
of angry Tea Party members. 

Curated by Nick Rothweiler, any con¬ 
text that would be provided by Schutt’s 
medical back story or mission statement 
is conspicuously absent. Using wheat- 

ocweekly.com I contents 


pasted newsprint on wood panels as his 
canvas, Schutt painstakingly sketches out 
his images, and then paints them in black 
and, occasionally, red ink or acrylic, the 
process he uses accentuating the usually 
white background, as if the people on the 
canvases (laborers in To the Last Clang of 
the Rail or prisoners being escorted past a 
building in A Day Without a Dark Cloud) 
are fading into the literal pages of history, 
ghosts and spirits caught in a metaphorical 
snowstorm that still haunts our present. 

The scruffy mug shots of men with 
haunted eyes in Prisoner 281, Prisoner 
282 and Prisoner 283 get our immediate 
mournful respect, but there’s also the feel¬ 
ing the artist is too wrapped up in a kind 
of romantic longing for the revolution 
that put those prisoners in gaol. And you 
can almost hear the masses singing “The 
Internationale” as you gaze at crowds 
of peasants carrying banners protesting 
the Romanovs while Big Brother Lenin 
watches over them ( Masters of this House ) 
and Kalashnikovs, adorned with flow¬ 
ers, float in a red background of Ameri¬ 
can newspapers ( Life Is Beautiful). The 
solemn proletariat revolutionaries with 
rifles (By Hundreds and Thousands) half¬ 
smile at the viewer as the series of seven 
post-card-sized drawings of a murder of 
crows exhibited above the painting look 
as if they’re flying over the revolutionary’s 
heads, lending exhilaration and movement 
to the freedom the men are fighting for. 

So what’s Schutt trying to say? Quoted 
statements from the press packet and an 
online search maintain that his view of 
the world is a positive one, the dark sub¬ 
ject matter just his way of directly deal¬ 
ing with the world’s problems. I respect 
that, but while none of his pictures shows

Hatful of Hollow 

S omewhere between the multitude 
of sexual-harassment suits against 
owner Dov Charney, the sleazy advertis¬ 
ing (some of which you'll probably see 
not too many pages away from these 
words) and the increasingly horrific 
clothing, American Apparel recently put 
up for sale a $15 rice-paddy hat.

I, however, think anyone who actually 
forks over $15 for a "Conical Asian Hat," 
wears it out and thinks they look good— 
well, that's punishment enough. Third 
World fashion: so hot right now.

Don’t call it a comeback—with R.E.D. Album, 
Game’s just reaffirming his place in hip-hop history

I f the written history of West Coast 
hip-hop were categorized biblically it 
would logically be divided into three 
parts—the Old Testament, the New Tes¬ 
tament and, somewhere in the middle, 
the Game Testament. 

Registering as the only blip on a scene 
that had long since flat-lined, Game’s 
2005 album, The Documentary, is an 
undisputed classic. With two Grammy 
nods, more than 5 million in sales world¬ 
wide and much critical acclaim, Game’s 
introduction to the world was more than 
just a debut. It was the early genesis of 
the West Coast revival in hip-hop. 

Unfortunately, it was also built on the 
foundation of a thinly veiled marketing 
scheme contrived by music exec Jimmy 
Iovine, putting together 50 Cent and 
Game in a made-for-TV partnership des¬ 
tined for disaster. Under the plot, the East 
Coast crew’s popularity would be lever¬ 
aged to coronate Game as the West Coast 
messiah. Although initially successful, the 
Machiavellian G-Unit leader and pugna¬ 
cious Compton native inevitably clashed, 
leaving Game at odds with the crew. It 
also kickstarted years of harsh criticism— 
partially for being the David who dared to 
throw stones at hip-hop’s Goliath. 

With such a tumultuous start, it’s no 
wonder Jayceon “Game” Taylor has navi¬ 
gated his rap career ever since with one 
hand on the wheel and the other balanc¬ 
ing a huge chip on his shoulder. Aiming 
to silence the naysayers who painted 
him as hip-hop’s version of an Affir¬ 
mative Action pick, his second album, 

The Doctor’s Advocate (2006), was his 
way of providing tangible proof that he 


could sell albums without the support 
of G-Unit or Aftermath. LAX was sup¬ 
posed to drive home the point the fol¬ 
lowing year, but the Black Wall Street 
Records head announced it would be 
his final album. A premature retirement 
announcement before the sales numbers 
were in read like a white flag to many, a 
misstep that left him in a bad position for 
producing his next album. 

Whereas LAX (an ultimately suc¬ 
cessful project) may have erroneously 
been viewed as the nail in the coffin of

his career, his unintentional comeback, 
The R.E.D. Album, is similarly being 
deemed as a potential sledgehammer by 
anxious critics ready to question Game’s 
relevance now that the pages of the 
West Coast hip-hop history books have 
turned toward the New Testament. Game 
acknowledges the changes, but also reas¬ 
serts his position in the industry. 

“The climate has changed,” he says. 
“Back when I was coming in, 500,000 was 
standard. It’s fucked-up for these new art¬ 
ists because they fans is on them so much 
and so fast, and they coming out selling 
10 and 15,000.1 could put out an album 
tomorrow and sell more than niggas is 
selling these days, but that ain’t my forte. 
Like I said, I got fans, and I’m gonna do my 


numbers I’m not gone ever try to pre¬ 
dict the future. Hopefully, every artist that’s 
out on the West Coast perseveres, and I 
wish them the best of luck, and hopefully, 
they get the just due that they set out for.” 

Game makes it clear that his weap¬ 
ons are down when it comes to the new 
generation—despite how combative he 
has been in the past. After all, he’s in a 
category all his own. Game reasserted his 
rung on the hip-hop heirarchy by doing 
what Dre did for him as a rookie, inviting 
Tyler, the Creator and Kendrick Lamar 
to feature on The R.E.D. Album —and even 
passed the torch to Lamar at a recent 
show at the Music Box in Hollywood. 

“[I’m an] MC who’s coming to a point 
in his career where I could be consid¬ 
ered a legend as far as my repertoire is 
concerned and the things that I’ve done,” 
says Game. “It’s kind of time for me to 
look back and just say, ‘Damn. I did it.’ 
You could say that they don’t matter as 
much as you want, but at the end of the 
day, they do matter. I think that with the 
success of all my albums going platinum 
that R.E.D. shouldn’t fall short. So I’m not 
really worried about this album; I got a 
core fan base that are going to go out and 
purchase and buy the album and really 
support me no matter what I try.... So 
that’s kind of where I’m at.”

It’s Been a 
Funky Good Time 


After 13 years, Good Foot ends on a high note

CC M astn i&ht was a reminder 
of why I do what I do,” D J 
Dennis Owens says the day 
after spinning rare classic funk and soul 
records at a set at the Long Beach Funk 
Fest. “I was playing James Brown, and I 
saw little kids B-boying. That’s the power 
of funk. It still speaks.” 

Owens—once a ska-band front man 
who cites Dead Kennedys as a major 
influence—discovered funk with his best 
friend Rodi Delgadillo. The two have 
been spreading the power of the timeless 
genre ever since founding Good Foot, a 
monthly dance club that will end its epic 
13-year run on its anniversary next week. 

Before the Crosby blared Free the 
Robots through its boombox wall and 
Detroit Bar let Steve Aoki spin onstage, 
Owens and Delgadillo were making feet 
move every second Friday at Long Beach’s 
Que Sera as resident DJs of Good Foot. 

“It’s hard to believe it has lasted for 13 
years,” Delgadillo says via phone from his 
home in Osaka, Japan, where he moved 
six years ago, “but we definitely accom¬ 
plished what we set out to do and even 
more than we ever imagined.” 

It was mid-’90s clubs such as Santa 
Monica’s drum-and-bass night Science 
and Garden Grove’s Golden State Soul 
Society that first inspired the two bud¬ 
ding record collectors to start spinning 
themselves. They watched in awe as 
DJs threw on rare tracks and people lost 
themselves on the dance floor, thrashing 
around as if no one were watching. For 
Owens, the primal energy was reminis¬ 
cent of his punk days, that intangible feel¬ 
ing of uncontrolled, youthful movement. 

“That’s what music should do,” he 
says. “It’s such an empowering thing, and 
so if I have this access to music I think is 
great, and people are feeling it, it’s a win- 
win situation.” 

The idea for Good Foot, then, was 
simple—re-create the atmosphere they 
witnessed in their own club experiences 
by playing a spontaneously curated mix of 


classics and deep cuts to a diverse crowd 
of scene-rejecting twentysomethings. 
Through years of relentless fliering in both 
Los Angeles and Orange County, it worked. 

People came from all over Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia to shed their inhibitions to infec¬ 
tious beats by everyone from Bill Withers 
to Fela Kuti. Que Sera’s set-up makes Good 
Foot’s focus on the music, with the off- 
to-the-side, elevated booth rendering the 
music master nearly invisible. 

“Our goal was to make people dance 
and forget about the problems of their 
everyday life,” Delgadillo says. “Even if 
you can’t dance, it doesn’t really matter. 
Nobody’s trying to impress anyone.” 

The consistent popularity of Good 
Foot is seconded only by the consistency 
of the night in general. Since the begin¬ 
ning, it has remained in the same location 
on the same night and, until just a few 
years ago, was unfailingly attended by 
both of its founders. 

Though Delgadillo now lives in 
Japan—where his wife is from—he dee- 
jayed every month until his departure 
and still spins while in town during 
the holidays, specifically at Good Foot 
Christmas, a special version of the club 
that will continue to happen at Alex’s Bar 
every Dec. 25. Owens has missed a few 
months at Good Foot because his latest 
band, Free Moral Agents, have been play¬ 
ing more shows. On its final night, thanks 
to a friend who works at American Air¬ 
lines, the best-friend DJ team will be 
reunited at Good Foot once again. 

“I don’t want to overstay my welcome,” 
Owens says. “I feel like me and Rodi did 
something good, and we’re ending it 
right. Whenever anyone looks back on 
Good Foot, I want them to say, ‘Yeah, that 
was a fucking good club.’”

R obert Jon & the Wreck keep blues/ 
rock alive in OC's surf-saturated music 
scene. Begun by Robert Jon Burrison 
around three years ago, the Wreck— 
Andrew Espantman (drums), Steve Mag- 
giora (keyboards), Derrick Wong (bass) 
and Kyle Michael Neal (guitar)—were 
2010 additions. 

They're currently spreading their sound 
to the world via their two-and-a-half- 
month tour, one free download card at a 
time—which they've been passing out left 
and right to cops, bartenders and pass¬ 
ing cars to promote their new album, Fire 
Started. They return to California to play a 
CD-release party Friday in Long Beach. We 
spoke to them while they were on the road 
to get a glimpse at how the tour is going. 

OC Weekly; What's your favorite show 
so far? 

Robert Jon: We played in Nashville, 
which was one of the funnest parts of the 
tour. Keith Urban's guitar player, Brian Nut¬ 
ter, just happened to be playing there that 
night. A few of the guys got to jam with 
him, and we all hung out afterward and 
swapped tour stories. 

Kyle Michael Neal: He was really 
excited when we showed him the van. He 
was just like, "That's so cool! I remember 
touring in a van!" But we're like, you have 
a van with a bunk and a designated driver. 
You win. 

What's Nashville like? 

Neal: It's hard to walk into a town that's 
known for amazing musicians. You walk 


in [to a venue], and you're like, "Oh, my 
god. I'm some California boy who learned 
guitar in school." Now, all of a sudden, I 
have to play with these people. But also, 
again, awesome. 

Whose idea was it to post videos of your 
tour escapades online? 

Jon: We all knew that we needed to 
document this tour and share it with the 
world. Our keyboardist, Steve, has done 
a lot of video editing and knows his shit. 

He took the reins on filming and editing. 

We started this series called Kyle Takes a 
Break. We have 13 episodes now. It's us 
being bored—that's really what it is. It's fun 
for us. We don't care if anyone likes it. 

Neal: They started the whole Kyle Takes 
a Break thing because I'm not driving. I 
book all the days we haven't filled yet. I'd 
be in the back seat, furiously emailing hun¬ 
dreds of venues. I'd work for a couple of 
hours and just get really frustrated and say, 
"Screw it! I'm done." They'd try to catch 
me when I'm angry. Now, they try to catch 
me when I'm off-guard, including coming 
out of a restroom. 

Is there a running theme in Fire Started ? 

Jon: There's reoccurring words in the 
lyrics that we realized after: love, ice, fire, 
down. It was a potential title, actually. We 
have cards that have a link for a free down¬ 
load of the single. Steve is absolutely king 
at that. I'm convinced that every human he 
interacts with, he ends the conversation 
with "By the way, here's a free download." 

What do you do in your free time? 

Jon: If we have Internet access, we 
try to rekindle our lives. Derek's the only 
responsible musician. He's the only one 
who practices. We played basketball once. 

Who won? 

Jon: Me. 

Neal: He's the singer, so he's kinda like 
Kim Jong II on that point. He's our fear¬ 
less leader.

I'm in a bad place. I have been in a monogamous 
marriage for 19 years and have two kids. At least 
I think we're still monogamous. My husband is 
an avid reader of your column and loves to bring 
up the idea that it is perfectly normal to have 
outside sexual relationships as long as you stay 
committed to your spouse. 

Here's the thing: We started our marriage say¬ 
ing that we would always be truthful and faith¬ 
ful to each other. He has changed and I haven't. 
I'm GGG, he probably gets more blowjobs than 
most married men, and I love having sex with 
him. He is far less likely to initiate sex than I 
am (which makes me think he is spending time 
with someone else). If one partner decides that 
they need outside activity, regardless of how 
much sex they get at home, is it okay to go 
ahead and do that without informing the part¬ 
ner whom they had previously made a monoga¬ 
mous commitment to? He thinks if my needs 
are being met, then I have nothing to complain 
about. My main need is for honesty, and it 
doesn't feel like that need is being met. 

When I ask him if he is having affairs, he 
gets angry and accuses me of being insecure 
and immature. (I would like to know if I'm at 
risk of getting a sexually transmitted infection.) 
He says you agree with him that it is okay to 
lie if the other person has their needs met and 
doesn't find out. I am at my wit's end and am 
deeply unhappy and think about leaving him, 
but I don't want to end a relationship that 
works in so many other ways. 

Lonely At Home 

Before I can answer your question, LAH, give 
me a second to spit out all the words your 
husband has stuffed into my mouth. 

Haaaaaaaaaaaaahhhhhhhcckk—p’toooo. 

Okay, LAH, here’s a little something I 
recently wrote that sums up my position on 
outside sexual relationships: “Cheating is per¬ 
missible when it amounts to the least-worst 
option, i.e., it is allowed for someone who has 
made a monogamous commitment and isn’t 
getting any at home (sick or disabled spouse, 
or withholding-without-cause spouse) and 
divorce isn’t an option (sick or disabled spouse, 
or withholding-without-cause-spouse-who- 
can’t-be-divorced-for-some-karma-imperiling- 
reason-or-other) and the sex on the side makes 
it possible for the cheater to stay married and 
stay sane.

It is, of course, perfectly normal for people 
who’ve made monogamous commitments to 
want to have outside sexual relationships.

So 
in any given week, I get off on "Wincest," hyp¬ 
nosis porn and erotic literature involving cat 
people. I'm also a young husband who's gone 
a few years past your recommended date for 
laying down his kink cards. I've been deliber¬ 
ating whether to out myself to my wife, but 
there's a rub:The last time she found out I had 
masturbated to someone other than her, she 
hit me. I cried and swore I would never look at 
porn again. Of course I just became more care¬ 
ful about hiding it. 

Is there a limit on the necessitated disclo¬ 
sure of my wet dreams? I don't have to tell her 
the one where I'm having sex with her best 
friend while she, having been turned into a 
dog, looks on stupidly, right? Can I settle for "I 
masturbate to women who aren't you"? 

Wife Abusive, Not Kinky 

Fuck full disclosure, WANK. Your wife can’t 
deal with you masturbating about others and 
she hits you? DTMFA. 

I'm a 50-year-old married man with adult chil¬ 
dren. My wife and I live under the same roof but 
sleep in separate bedrooms. We have become 
roommates.

Where does a man in my situation find women 
to have sex with and spend time with?
